The  years  1935  through  1939  were 
long  unforgettable  years.  We  were 
fortunate  by  having  such  a  con- 
genial bunch  of  boys  as  class- 
mates and  more  fortunate  by 
having  such  an  outstanding  group 
of  professors.  Such  men  as  Drs. 
Osterud,  Lyons,  and  who  could 
forget  the  bearded  gentleman,  Dr. 
Simpson,  who  lectured  that  we 
always  act  as  gentlemen  and  strive 
for  perfection.  He  often  reminded 


us  that  "that  which  is  almost  right 
is  still  wrong." 

Due  to  the  depression,  those 
years  of  the  '30s  were  lean  years 
and  any  financial  assistance 
was  welcome.  Several  of  us  were 
fortunate  in  getting  jobs  which 
paid  25  cents  an  hour;  we  could 
put  in  100  hours  a  month  which 
about  paid  for  our  room  and 
board.  Our  work  consisted  of 
assisting  some  of  the  professors 
with  various  research  projects. 
During  one  of  these  sessions,  the 
"patient"  bit  George  Trakas  who 
had  to  get  a  tetanus  shot.  The 
"patient"  was  one  mean  Rhesus 
monkey  named  Pete. 

Let  us  hope  the  progress  made 
in  dentistry  in  the  next  50  years 
will  be  as  great  as  it  has  in  the  last 
50.

I  was  employed  at  Harlene 
Hospital,  New  York,  from  1943  to 
1980,  17  years  as  staff  nurse  and 
20  years  as  head  nurse.

Kay  (B.S.  nursing  '59),  interim 
executive  director  of  the  associa- 
tion. Mrs.  Kay  will  work  along- 
side Dr.  Michael  O.  McMunn 
(D.D.S.  '77),  Alumni  Association 
president,  to  make  1989 
a  memorable  year. 

Although  the  full  calendar  of 
activities  has  not  yet  been  slated, 
Alumni  Association  leaders  have 
nailed  down  a  few  opening 
activities.

will  focus  on  the  100th  anniver- 
sary. To  highlight  the  occasion 
each  dinner  will  feature  a  birth- 
day cake  commemorating  the 
anniversary. 

In  the  works  is  a  bike-a-thon 
being  organized  by  Dr.  McMunn. 


The  event  is  to  take  place  on  April 
1  and  will  begin  where  MCV 
began,  on  the  campus  of  Hamp- 
den-Sydney  College. 

Also,  members  of  the  Alumni 
Association  Executive  Committee 
will  donate  $100  each. 

The  plans  were  mapped  out 
during  a  February  5  meeting  of 
the  Alumni  Association.  The 
meeting,  held  in  Richmond,  also 
addressed  other  issues.  They 
are  matters  which  Dr.  McMunn 
hopes  to  resolve  during  his 
presidency. 

First,  he  hopes  to  finalize 
details  concerning  the  future  of 
the  Alumni  House. 

Purchased  in  1943  for  $12,000, 
the  Alumni  House  (also  known  as 
the  Maupin-Maury  House)  was 
the  cornerstone  and  headquarters 
of  the  Alumni  Association  until 
last  year.  The  144-year-old  struc- 
ture slowly  deteriorated,  despite 
extensive  renovations,  and 
became  an  unsafe  meeting  place. 
Today,  the  association  is  head- 
quartered temporarily  on  the  16th 
floor  of  MCV  West  Hospital. 

Based  on  an  accord  between  the 
Alumni  Association  and  the 
University,  the  two  will,  at  some 
point,  exchange  properties.  The 
Alumni  Association  is  to  obtain 
the  land  next  to  the  old  Sheltering 
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Arms  Hospital,  where  the  Alumni 
House  will  be  restored;  and  the 
University  will  take  over  the  lot  at 
1105  East  Clay  Street,  where  it 
plans  to  erect  an  ambulatory  care 
center.  The  plans  have  been  on 
the  drawing  board  for  years; 
however,  in  February  1989,  no 
final  settlement  has  been  reached. 

"I'd  love  to  see  a  beautiful  new 
Alumni  House,"  says  Dr.  Mc- 
Munn.  "It  is  a  focal  point  of 
pride." 

Though  the  delay  has  been  a 
source  of  frustration,  it  has  given 
the  association  time  to  reconsider 
its  original  decision  to  lift  the 
house  out  of  its  foundation  and 
move  it,  en  masse,  across  the 
street. 

"We  are  going  to  take  it  down 
and  put  it  back  up,"  explains  Mrs. 
Kay.  "We  also  hope  to  recreate 
the  two  parlors  and  use  the 
original  stair  railing." 

Another  of  Dr.  McMunn's 
objectives  discussed  in  the  meet- 
ing also  involves  an  agreement 
made  with  the  University. 

In  1979  the  MCV  Alumni 
Association  became  part  of  a 
University-wide  alumni  organiza- 
tion. The  result  was  the  creation 
of  alumni  divisions  in  each  of  the 
six  MCV  schools.  And,  the  now 
MCV  Alumni  Association  of  VCU 
dropped  its  dues  system  and 
agreed  to  receive  a  percentage  of 
funds  donated  to  the  University 
through  the  University  Advance- 
ment Division,  the  fund-raising 
arm  of  VCU.  Therefore,  the 
Alumni  Association,  an  autono- 
mous organization,  cannot 
raise  independent  revenue. 

"I  feel  like  we're  on  welfare," 
says  Dr.  McMunn.  "A  new 
agreement  will  help  us  function 
better." 

Dr.  McMunn's  wish  may  be  just 
around  the  corner.  Mrs.  Kay 
reports  that  after  the  February  5 
meeting,  members  of  an  associa- 
tion committee  in  charge  of 
hashing  out  the  issue  with  the 
University  had  high  hopes  for 
change. 


If  a  new  agreement  is  reached, 
Dr.  McMunn's  long-range  goals 
involve  reinstating  the  dues 
system,  creating  a  graduation  fee, 
opening  up  the  Scarab  for  adver- 
tising, and  selling  MCV 
memorabilia. 


Dr.  McMunn's  third  agenda 
item  involves  Mrs.  Kay.  After  a 
dedicated  stint  as  the  association's 
interim  executive  director  (and 
before  that,  its  first  woman 
president),  Mrs.  Kay  has  ex- 
pressed a  desire  to  step  down

Dr.  McMunn 
will  have  to  find  a  replacement. 

Mrs.  Kay,  who  works  on  a 
volunteer  basis,  says  she  hopes 
Dr.  McMunn  can  find  someone 
with  organizational  skills,  deci- 
sion-making ability,  and  previous 
experience  in  an  alumni  associa- 
tion. She  knows  such  an  individ- 
ual exists  but  is  concerned  that 
the  present  financial  structure  of 
the  association  cannot  provide  an 
adequate  salary  to  meet  those 
qualifications. 

Mrs.  Kay  says  there  have  been 
times  during  the  past  few  years 
when  the  stresses  of  her  pivotal 
position  as  executive  director  have 
made  her  want  to  abandon  ship. 
What  keeps  her  there?  "I  guess 
it's  loyalty,"  she  says. 

A  spirit  of  loyalty  is  what 
describes  MCV  Alumni  Associa- 
tion of  VCU  members.  Some- 
where between  matriculation  and 
graduation  a  connection  is  made, 
a  bond  is  formed  between  student 
and  school  that  cannot  be  broken. 

"It  is  a  part  of  the  University 
that  always  excited  me,"  says  Dr. 
McMunn  as  he  recalls  the  sense  of 
belonging  he  experienced  as  he 
became  a  frequent  visitor  of 
the  Alumni  House  even  as  a 
student. 

The  bond,  it  seems,  is  espe- 
cially strong  among  alumni  like 
Dr.  McMunn  and  Mrs.  Kay,  who 
choose  to  remain  in  Richmond. 
Perhaps  the  close  proximity  to 
campus  adds  fiber  to  the  binding 
tie. 

"I  feel  stronger  than  ever  about 
supporting  the  Alumni  Associa- 
tion," exclaims  Dr.  McMunn.  "I'll 
work  for  it  until  the  day  I  die." 

If  the  predecessors  of  Dr. 
McMunn  and  Mrs.  Kay  were  alive, 
they  would  probably  be  glad  to 
see  that  the  association's  prime  el- 
ement is  still  intact  and  vibrant. 
One  hundred  years  of  changing 
and  adapting  have  forged  sinewy 
strands  of  allegiance  which 
today  maintain  a  deep  and 
inseparable  union  between 
alumni  and  their  alma  mater.

w. 


hat  a  speech!  If  it  had  been  a 
baseball  game,  Dr.  Stephen 
Ayres'  speech  would  have  been  a 
grand  slam  home  run.  Virginia 
Commonwealth  University  was 
celebrating  its  150th  anniversary; 
and  Dr.  Ayres,  dean  of  the  School 
of  Medicine,  gave  one  of  the 
keynote  addresses. 

I  was  so  proud  of  the  fact  that 
one  of  our  administrators  on  the 
MCV  Campus  had  given  such  a 
fine  presentation  to  the  faculty 
and  guests  of  both  the  MCV 
Campus  and  the  Academic 
Campus  of  VCU.  But  my  delight 
soon  turned  to  sadness  when  I 
looked  in  the  program  to  see  that 
Dr.  Ayres  was  dean  of  the  School 
of  Medicine,  Virginia  Common- 
wealth University!  No  mention  of 
MCV.  The  very  reason  we  could 


have  a  150th  anniversary  was 
because  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia's  School  of  Medicine  was 
150  years  old.  Yet,  the  name  MCV 
was  dropped.  In  fact,  the  program 
for  the  150th  anniversary  con- 
sisted of  eight  pages,  and  the 
proud  and  venerated  name  of  the 
Medical  College  of  Virginia 
appeared  on  only  one  page  of  the 
program.  Dr.  Hunter  H.  McGuire, 
Jr.,  was  listed  as  a  professor  of 
surgery,  Virginia  Commonwealth 
University.  Both  Dr.  Ayres  and 
Dr.  Hunter  McGuire,  Jr.,  are  part 
of  the  proud  heritage  of  the 
Medical  College  of  Virginia's  past 
150  years.  In  tribute  to  them, 
and  to  the  fine  health  profession- 
als who  have  graduated  from 
MCV  and  healed  patients  at  MCV 
and  accomplished  great  research 
at  MCV,  surely  Drs.  Ayres  and 
McGuire  should  have  been 
associated  with  the  medical 
campus  in  the  program. 

The  question  that  arises  is, 
"Are  these  omissions  deliberate?" 
That  question  needs  to  be  an- 
swered with  other  questions.  Is  it 
deliberate  that  the  new  pharmacy 
building  has  no  mention  of  the 
Medical  College  of  Virginia  on  the 
outer  wall  for  all  to  see?  Is  it 
deliberate  that  a  faculty  commit- 
tee was  formed  to  develop  new 
nomenclature  to  do  away  with  the 
name  MCV  when  referring  to  the 
various  schools  on  the  medical 
campus?  Was  it  deliberate  when 
recent  consideration  was  given  to 
removing  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia  from  future  diplomas 
of  the  graduates  from  the  MCV 
Campus?  Is  it  deliberate  when 
you  read  in  the  newspaper  that  a 
professor  from  pharmacy  or 
dentistry  or  medicine  or  nursing 
has  published  a  paper  or  received 
an  award  with  no  mention  of  the 
fact  that  he  or  she  is  from  the 
Medical  College  of  Virginia 
Campus? 

Is  it  deliberate?  Yes,  I  believe  it 
is.  Why?  To  this  question  I  have 
no  answer.  It  could  be  a  percep- 
tion that  for  the  letters  VCU  to  be 
recognized  as  all  encompassing 
and  dominant,  then  the  letters 
MCV  must  be  diminished.  It 
might  be  the  perception  that  for 
the  ultimate  culmination  of  the 
merger  in  1968  of  Richmond 
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Professional  Institute  and  the 
Medical  College  of  Virginia  that 
only  one  name  can  exist,  that 
being  Virginia  Commonwealth 
University.  Power,  inferiority, 
domination  are  all  of  the  wrong 
reasons  to  sometimes  subtly  and 
sometimes  overtly  exclude  the 
name  of  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia  from  its  place  in  the 
University. 

The  Medical  College  of  Virginia 
is  not  to  be  feared  but  is  to  be 
embraced.  It  is  part  of  VCU,  an 
association  we  MCV  graduates  are 
proud  to  acknowledge.  Once  a 
free  standing  medical  school,  our 
association  with  VCU  has  given 
us  new  horizons,  new  opportuni- 
ties to  carry  out  our  mission  of 
service,  teaching,  and  research. 
But  to  strip  us  of  our  name  is 
to  rip  away  our  identity  and  to 
alienate  tens  of  thousands  of 
alumni  and  faculty. 

Our  roots  go  deep  into  time,  to 
the  days  of  Drs.  Warner,  Cullen, 
Chamberlayne,  Maupin,  and 
Bohannon  who  first  established 
the  Medical  Department  in  1837.

We  have  treated  the  sick  and 
dying  from  the  Civil  War  to  the 
Viet  Nam  War.  Great  men  have 
walked  our  hallowed  halls  like 
Drs.  Hunter  and  Stuart  McGuire, 
Dr.  W.  T.  Sanger,  Drs.  Caravati 
and  Pastore,  Dr.  David  Hume, 
and  many,  many  more.  We  come

by  our  pride  in  the  name  MCV 
honestly.  As  deep  as  our  roots  go 
back  into  time,  these  roots  go 
deep  into  our  professional  souls. 
The  name  MCV  cannot  and 
should  not  be  arbitrarily 
eradicated. 

It  is  not  enough  to  cite  Chapter 
93,  Title  23,  Section  23-50.7  of  The 
Acts  of  The  Virginia  General 
Assembly  which  states:  "The 
colleges,  schools  and  divisions 


heretofore  existing  as  The  Medical 
College  of  Virginia  shall,  as  of  July 
1,  1968,  be  designated  The  Medi- 
cal College  of  Virginia,  Health 
Science  Division  of  Virginia 
Commonwealth  University."  It  is 
the  law  that  the  School  of  Medi- 
cine or  the  Division  of  Surgery  be 
followed  by  MCV,  Health  Science 
Division  of  VCU.  But  what  the 
law  states  is  not  as  important  as 
the  spirit  of  cooperation  (or 
lack  thereof)  which  exists  between 
the  MCV  Campus  and  those  who 
want  to  de-emphasize  the  MCV 

Once  a  freestanding  medi- 
cal school,  our  association 
with  VCU  has  given  us 
new  horizons,  new  oppor- 
tunities to  carry  out  our 
mission  of  service,  teach- 
ing, and  research.  But  to 
strip  us  of  our  name  is  to 
rip  away  our  identity  and 
to  alienate  tens  of  thou- 
sands of  alumni  and 
faculty. 

name.  We  are  in  the  same  boat; 
one  can't  hope  for  the  stern  to 
sink  and  keep  the  bow  afloat  at 
the  same  time.  Our  fates  are 
similar.  It  is  not  a  question  of  who 
is  the  boss;  VCU  is  the  University 
of  which  the  MCV  Campus  is  an 
integral  part  of  the  whole.  We  are 
not  in  competition,  but  we  exist  in 
cooperation. 

The  Health  Science  Division  is 
reaching  new  heights  of  national 
recognition  because  of  the  blend- 
ing that  took  place  20  years  ago. 
VCU  is  fast  becoming  a  nationally 
recognized  urban  university  in 
part  because  of  the  association 
with  a  medical  campus  that  brings

asset  should  not  be  feared  or 
degraded.  It  should  be  welcomed 
and  enhanced  by  the  University. 
What  a  tremendous  opportunity 
for  university  advancement  to 
have  a  large  part  of  their  alumni 
so  loyal  and  dedicated  to  a 
segment  of  the  University.

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School  of  Pharmacy: 
Inner  Fires  Spark  Growth

A 


while  back,  the  then  90- 
year-old  School  of  Pharmacy  was 
cited  for  its  inadequate  facilities. 
Though  no  reflection  on  the 
quality  of  education  available  at 
the  school,  it  was  proof  that 
McGuire  Hall,  built  in  1912,  was 
stunting  the  school's  growth.  Not 
only  was  there  a  lack  of  space 
necessary  for  new  laboratories 
and  classrooms  in  order  to  step 
up  research  and  enroll  more 
students,  the  building  was  in 
desperate  need  of  modernization. 

But  then,  on  12th  street,  across 
from  the  White  House  of  the 
Confederacy,  something  began  to 
happen.  Little  by  little,  a  catalyst 
for  the  school's  growth  was  taking 
shape.  Slowly,  the  new  structure 
that  would  soon  house  the  School 
of  Pharmacy  began  to  rise.  As  it 
did,  so  did  the  spirits  of  the 
faculty  and  students.  A  lack  of 
space  and  modernization  would 
no  longer  hold  them  back.  The 
sky  was  the  limit. 

Dr.  Warren  E.  Weaver,  the 
school's  dean  for  25  years,  was 
instrumental  in  providing  neces- 
sary documentation  that  helped 
garner  funds  to  build  the  new 
facility.  The  $10  million  needed 
for  construction  was  made  availa- 
ble by  the  state  and  Mr.  E.  Clair- 
borne  Robins  (pharmacy  '33), 
then  chairman  of  the  board  of  A. 
H.  Robins,  who  generously 
donated  $1.2  million. 

"When  I  got  here,  it  was  just  a 
hole  in  the  ground,"  says  Dr. 
John  S.  Ruggiero,  who  succeeded 
Dr.  Weaver  as  dean  in  1982. 
"The  catalyst  of  growth  since  I've 
been  here  is  the  new  facility. 
Things  that  were  impossible 
became  possible." 

The  new  R.  Blackwell  Smith,  Jr., 
Building  was  completed  in  1984. 
Since  then  the  school  has  seen 
a  healthy  increase  in  enrollment 


and  faculty.  Research  grants  have 
climbed  from  $500,000  to  $2 
million.  There  is,  however, 
another  factor  involved  in  this 
growth  explosion.  It  is  one  that 
was  influenced  by  the  completion 
of  the  new  structure,  yet  did  not 
originate  in  its  brick  and  steel,  but 
rather  in  the  heart  and  spirit  of 
the  faculty. 

"A  collegiality  exists  among  the 
faculty,  a  camaraderie  that  has 
spilled  over  to  the  students,"  says 
Dr.  Ruggiero,  who  has  encour- 
aged the  ambiance  of  cooperation 
with  a  leadership  style  that  is 
fueled  by  his  warm  and  commu- 
nal nature.  By  helping  cement  the 
basis  for  an  ideal  working  envi- 
ronment, Dean  Ruggiero  has 
provided  his  faculty  with  an 
atmosphere  that  allows  them  to 
devote  their  full  concentration  on 
expanding  research  which  will 
offer  more  learning  opportunities 
for  students. 

Much  of  that  research  is  taking 
place  in  the  Department  of 
Pharmacy  and  Pharmaceutics.  Dr. 
William  H.  Barr,  the  department's 
chairman,  agrees  that  the  school's 
communality  has  been  instrumen- 
tal in  its  growth.

"We  have  a  positive  interaction 
with  each  other,"  he  says.  "A 
strength  of  the  school  is  that  we 
have  a  lot  of  people  who  have 
common  goals." 

After  17  years  at  the  School  of 
Pharmacy  and  five  years  at 
another  school  prior  to  that,  Dr. 
Barr  has  become  acquainted  with 
"just  about  everybody  in  the 
business."  Long  before  the  new 
facility  was  built,  he  was  estab- 
lishing contacts  that  would  later 
help  the  school  obtain  grants. 
During  that  time  he  also  was  busy 
creating  and  revising  construction 
plans  for  the  new  building. 

The  department  is  concerned 
mainly  with  drug  absorption  and 
effects.  Students  in  pharmacoki- 
netics are  learning  to  develop 
mathematical  models  that  will 
help  them  predict  methods  of 
delivery.  Advancements  in 
biopharmacy  will  provide  them 
with  skills  to  create  dosage  forms 
that  will  help  them  to  better 
determine  absorption  rates. 

In  order  to  concentrate  on  these 
areas,  the  Department  of  Phar- 
macy and  Pharmaceutics  is 
developing  facilities  that  will 
increase  the  quality  of  research. 

The  Biopharm  Laboratory,  now 
in  operation,  and  the  soon-to-be- 
developed  Phamaco  Dynamics 
Laboratory  will  allow  researchers 
to  study  drugs  right  after  they 
have  been  tested  in  animals  and 
develop  them  to  the  point  of 
implementation. 

Ongoing  research  involves  drug 
testing  that  will  help  discern 
whether  slowing  down  or  speed- 
ing up  a  drug's  journey  through  a 
patient's  system  will  increase  or 
decrease  its  side  effects.  The 
seemingly  simple  technique  of 
bed-raising,  in  which  a  patient's 
bed  is  either  lowered  or  raised  by 
degrees,  is  one  of  the  methods 
researchers  are  employing  to 
achieve  this  objective. 

The  department  also  is  working 
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with  diuretics.  Their  goal  is  to 
discover  how  the  effect  of  these 
drugs  differs  in  young  and  old 
renal  disease  patients. 

The  department's  Clinical 
Pharmacy  Program  is  experienc- 
ing rapid  growth.  As  the  number 
of  new  drugs  increases,  physi- 
cians are  seeing  a  growing  need 
for  the  skills  of  clinical  pharma- 
cists. Their  knowledge  of  statistics 
and  models  that  can  determine 


the  toxic  effects  and  therapeutic 
results  of  such  drugs. 

While  School  of  Pharmacy 
graduates  such  as  Dr.  Blue  are 
offering  their  services  in  hospi- 
tals, others,  like  Mr.  Carl  Em- 
swiller,  have  established  private 
practices. 

Mr.  Emswiller,  a  1962  graduate 
of  the  school,  has  set  up  shop  in 
Leesburg,  Virginia,  where  his 
facilities  are  being  used  by  the

optimum  dosages,  based  on  such 
factors  as  a  patient's  weight,  age, 
or  physical  condition,  are  becom- 
ing indispensible.  Whether  they 
are  in  a  hospital  setting  or  work- 
ing in  private  practice,  clinical 
pharmacists  are  assuming  more 
responsibilities  in  patient  care. 

Dr.  Stuart  Blue,  assistant 
administrator  of  pharmacy  at 
Richmond's  Johnston-Willis 
Hospital,  is  a  clinical  pharmacist 
who  graduated  from  the  School  of 
Pharmacy  with  a  Doctor  of 
Pharmacy  degree  in  1985. 

"The  interaction  with  physi- 
cians has  changed.  We're  getting 
to  know  the  patients.  I  think 
physicians  really  appreciate  what 
pharmacists  have  to  say,"  says  Dr. 
Blue. 

Dr.  Blue  might  use  his  knowl- 
edge to  counsel  physicians  in 
cases  where  they  may  be  using 
antibiotics  to  treat  their  patients. 
His  training  will  allow  him  to 
distinguish  the  fine  line  between 


school  for  clerkships.  Mr.  Em- 
swiller is  a  staunch  believer  in  the 
office  practice  concept.  After 
graduation,  he  was  fortunate  to 
grab  on  to  the  coat-tails  of  Mr. 
Eugene  White  (B.S.  Pharmacy  '50) 
of  Berryville,  Virginia,  who  was 
an  initiator  of  the  concept.  Mr. 
Emswiller  was  so  impressed  with 
the  possibilities  of  the  concept 
that  he  has  worked  hard  to  spread 
the  idea.  Although  clinical  phar- 
macy, especially  in  an  office 
setting,  was  not  typical  when  Mr. 
Emswiller  started  out,  he  has  kept 
up  with  advances  in  order  to 
become  well  versed  in  the  field  as 
are  recent  graduates  like  Dr.  Blue. 
Some  of  Mr.  Emswiller's  patients 
come  to  him  through  physician 
referrals,  but  most  of  them  are 
part  of  a  public  becoming  more 
aware  of  the  growing  number  of 
pharmacists  who  not  only  dis- 
pense drugs  but  also  have  the 
skills  to  maximize  treatment. 
As  the  clinical  pharmacy 


program  grows,  Mr.  Emswiller 
says  graduates  will  become  privy 
to  "one  of  the  most  dynamic 
professions  available." 

As  Dr.  Barr  continues  to  ex- 
pand and  improve  the  activities  of 
the  Department  of  Pharmacy  and 
Pharmaceutics  from  his  fourth 
floor  office  in  the  Smith  Building, 
another  office  one  floor  up,  has 
been  filled  by  a  new  team  mem- 
ber. He  is  Dr.  Donald  Abraham, 
chairman  of  the  Department  of 
Medicinal  Chemistry  since  July 
1988. 

Dr.  Abraham  came  to  the  MCV 
Campus  from  the  University  of 
Pittsburgh  where  he  also  served 
as  chairman  of  the  Medicinal 
Chemistry  Department.  While  he 
was  there,  the  National  Institutes 
of  Health  awarded  him  a  five- 
year,  $1.5  million  grant  to  develop 
new  drug  entities  for  the  treat- 
ment of  Sickle  Cell  Anemia.  The 
task  continues  on  the  MCV 
Campus.  Dr.  Abraham  says  the 
facilities  here  are  superior  to  those 
at  the  University  of  Pittsburgh. 

Sickle  Cell  Anemia  is  what  Dr. 
Abraham  refers  to  as  an  orphan 
drug  disease.  Because  the  number 
of  people  suffering  from  the 
disease  is  low,  Dr.  Abraham  ex- 
plains that  drug  companies 
cannot  warrant  spending  $10  to 
$50  million  needed  to  develop 
a  new  drug.  Therefore,  the  task 
has  fallen  on  the  academic  com- 
munity, which  is  supported,  in 
part,  by  institutions  such  as  the 
NIH. 

While  many  drugs  have  been 
developed  to  relieve  the  symp- 
toms of  the  disease,  there  is  not 
even  one  approved  drug  entity  to 
treat  the  primary  cause  of  the 
disease.  Most  of  the  drugs  now 
available  are  narcotics  that  relieve 
the  pain  caused  by  the  polymeri- 
zation of  the  blood  protein 
hemoglobin.  Dr.  Abraham  ex- 
plains that  a  mutation  of  the 
hemoglobin  causes  molecules  to 
stick  together  inside  the  red  blood 
cell.  The  red  blood  cell  deforms 
and  becomes  wedged  in  the 
capillaries,  stopping  the  flow  of 
blood  on  that  particular  site.  The 
result  is  a  painful  swelling  of  the 
tissue  at  the  site  of  occlusion.  Dr. 
Abraham  hopes  to  find  a  mole- 
cule that  will  stop  the  polymeriza- 
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tion  by  landing  a  drug  on  the 
specific  site  of  the  protein  hemo- 
globin. 

"It's  very  much  like  trying  to 
land  a  spaceship  on  the  moon," 
explains  Dr.  Abraham,  "except 
that  we  use  chemical  thrusters 
rather  than  rocket  thrusters." 

Not  only  is  Dr.  Abraham 
pleased  with  the  facilities  at  his 
disposal,  he  also  is  delighted  with 
the  quality  and  support  of  his 
colleagues  and  the  help  he  is 
receiving  on  the  Sickle  Cell 
research. 

"It  is  an  exciting  school.  To  be 
able  to  link  up  so  many  excellent 
people  on  one  project  is  rare. 
There  seem  to  be  very  few  barri- 
ers," he  says.  "Everyone  has 
pitched  in  to  make  me  feel  wel- 
come. Dr.  Graham  Windridge  has 
been  invaluable  in  helping  the 
transition  run  smoothly  and  the 
assistant  department  chairman, 
Dr.  Alfred  Richard,  has  helped 
implement  changes." 

Faculty  members  involved  in 
the  Sickle  Cell  research  include 
hematologists,  Dr.  Burt  Adelman 
and  Dr.  Paul  Swerdlow;  toxicology 
experts,  Dr.  Louis  Harris  and  Dr. 
Joseph  Borzelleca;  and  Dr.  Wil- 
liam Barr  is  dealing  with  the 
pharmacokinetic  side  of  the 
equation. 

Involved  in  other  research  for 
the  department,  Dr.  William 
Soine  is  investigating  the  metabo- 
lism of  barbituates  in  humans  and 
has  discovered  a  heretofore 
unknown  metabolite.  Also,  Dr. 
Richard  Glennon,  the  world's 
most  renowned  serotonin  medici- 
nal chemist,  has  developed  many 
important  new  agents  in  this 
field. 

A  number  of  faculty  are  re- 
searching brain  trauma,  exititory 
amino  acids,  and  interactions  of 
drugs  with  DNA.  And,  Dr. 
Abraham  says  he  is  glad  to  have 
the  help  of  Dr.  Lamont  Kier,  well 
known  in  the  field  of  theoretical 
medicinal  chemistry. 

Dr.  Abraham  hopes  to  initiate 
research  areas  soon  that  will  use 
every  drop  of  experience  available 
in  the  creative  pool  of  talent  that 
makes  up  the  Department  of 
Medicinal  Chemistry.  He  says  one 
such  project  might  involve  investi- 
gating every  aspect  of  how  the 


brain  receives  certain  chemical 
messages  on  one  specific  receptor 
area  of  the  brain,  benefiting 
psychiatric  patients.  Another 
study  could  focus  on  Alzheimer's 
disease. 

The  medicinal  chemistry 
department  is  increasing  its 
computer  capabilities.  Dr.  Abra- 
ham says  this  will  eliminate  much 
of  the  guesswork  involved  in  drug 
design  and  place  the  department 


eliminate  the  five-year  bachelor's 
degree  and  possibly  the  seven- 
year  post-baccalaureate  doctorate 
degree. 

The  Pharm.D.  concept  was 
initiated  by  a  California  school  20 
years  ago.  Since  then,  ten  of  the 
nation's  70  or  so  schools  have 
implemented  the  program.  The 
remaining  schools  are  being 
pressured  to  do  the  same. 

Dr.  Ruggiero  says,  "It's  what

in  a  position  to  be  one  of  the 
academic  leaders  in  molecular 
modeling  and  structural  molecu- 
lar biology  as  related  to  drug 
invention. 

As  the  year  2000  approaches, 
the  number  of  women  entering 
pharmacy  and  eventually  taking 
on  responsibilities  such  as  Dr. 
Barr's  and  Dr.  Abraham's  will  in- 
crease dramatically. 

"It's  a  national  phenomenon," 
explains  Dr.  Ruggiero.  "We  will 
begin  to  have  a  female-dominated 
industry.  Already  70  percent  of 
our  student  body  is  female.  Men 
have  seemingly  left  the  health 
care  professions." 

But  whether  they  be  women  or 
men,  by  the  year  2000,  students  at 
the  School  of  Pharmacy  may  no 
longer  have  an  option  between 
the  Bachelor  of  Science  in  phar- 
macy degree  or  the  Doctor  of 
Pharmacy  degree.  The  school  is 
studying  implementation  of  a  six- 
year  Pharm.D.,  which  would 


they  know  not  what  they  do"  that 
is  becoming  the  deciding  factor. 
The  extra  year  provided  by  the 
Pharm.D.  degree  gives  students 
training  and  experience  in  the 
extra  know-how  that  growing 
areas,  such  as  clinical  pharmacy, 
demand.  Because  of  this,  many 
faculty  and  students  nationwide 
are  declaring  that  the  age  of  the 
baccalaureate  of  pharmacy  will 
soon  be  over. 

There  are  those  at  the  School  of 
Pharmacy  who  feel  that,  like  it  or 
not,  the  Pharm.D.  is  the  wave  of 
the  future;  and  therefore,  the 
school  should  go  ahead  and  make 
the  switch.  But  Dean  Ruggiero  is 
not  so  sure  the  time  is  ripe  for  his 
school. 

"I  feel  it's  probably  inevitable," 
he  states.  "But  I'm  not  sure  the 
practice  of  pharmacy  in  Virginia  is 
ready  for  it.  I'd  rather  stick  with 
the  optional  program  for  the 
present." 

Dr.  Barr  says,  "There  are  two 
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things  which  limit  the  Pharm.D. 
First,  you  don't  need  a  Pharm.D. 
for  all  pharmaceutical  functions; 
and  second,  it  is  difficult  to 
maintain  quality.  Without  a  doubt 
we  have  one  of  the  best  programs 
in  the  nation.  We  don't  want  to 
take  a  program  that  has  national 
status  and  replace  it  with  one  that 
is  not  so  good." 

If  the  school  were  to  eliminate 
its  current  programs  and  switch 


Although  Dr.  Blue  at  Johnston-

might  open  more  doors  for 
graduates,  he  has  concerns  about 
the  issue. 

"I  think  the  way  it  is  provides 
two  levels  that  have  valid  func- 
tions. I  don't  see  any  pressing 
need  for  change.  My  fear  is  that  it 
will  dilute  the  program,"  he 
explains. 

On  the  other  side  of  the  fence,

to  the  Pham.D.  track,  it  would 
require  a  significant  increase  in 
the  number  of  clinical  sites  for  the 
advanced  training.  The  burden 
on  faculty  that  training  would  be 
almost  insurmountable  without  a 
considerable  increase  in  their 
number.

Mr.  Emswiller  is  high  on  the 
Pharm.D.  His  sentiments  reflect 
those  of  a  growing  number  of 
Pharm.D.  proponents.  Says  Mr. 
Emswiller,  "I  know  I'm  in  the 
minority,  but  I'm  for  the 
Pharm.D.  I  think  in  time  most 
schools  will  move  to  Pharm.D. 
tracks." 

The  ballot  on  whether  the 
required  Pharm.D.  is  better  than 
the  traditional  two-degree  pro- 
gram is  still  out.  But  the  fact 
remains,  the  School  of  Pharmacy 
will  have  to  make  a  choice  soon. 

In  fact,  Dr.  Ruggiero  has  made 
the  issue  part  of  a  strategic  plan 
he  initiated  recently.  Besides  the 
Pharm.D.,  part  of  the  agenda 
includes  studying  the  possibility 
of  setting  up  regional  pharmacy 
centers  around  the  state,  which 
would  serve  as  satellite  teaching 
sites  where  students  could  do 
their  clerkships.  These  also  would 
provide  pharmacists  in  the  area 
with  continuing  education  oppor- 


tunities. Full-time  faculty  mem- 
bers would  be  hired  to  direct  the 
centers.  Also,  if  the  school  takes 
the  step  towards  Pharm.D. 's, 
these  sites  could  provide  much 
needed  support. 

Dr.  Ruggiero's  undertaking  of  a 
strategic  planning  process  is  a 
result  of  a  recent  evaluation  done 
on  the  school  by  the  American 
Council  of  Pharmaceutical  Educa- 
tion, which  suggested  the  school 
examine  the  Pharm.D.  and 
regional  center  issues.  Results  of 
the  evaluation  were  quite  positive. 

There  is  not  a  grading  system, 
but  the  language  would  signal  an 
A  plus,"  says  Dr.  Ruggiero. 

The  evaluation  praises  the 
school's  increase  in  grants  and 
student  enrollment.  It  was 
pleased  with  the  new  focus  on 
clinical  pharmacy  and  the  quality 
of  the  pharmacokinetics  program. 
The  report  states  these  and  other 
improvements  "have  created  a 
new  environment  of  teaching  and 
learning.  In  particular,  the  leader- 
ship of  the  dean  and  the  physical 
facilities  are  keys  to  the  new  esprit 
demonstrated  by  faculty  and 
students." 

As  fall  roles  into  Richmond 
each  year,  students  at  the  School 
of  Pharmacy  prepare  for  the 
annual  open  house  that  was  initi- 
ated in  1984  to  celebrate  the 
completion  of  the  R.  Blackwell 
Smith,  Jr.,  Building.  Dr.  Ruggiero 
says  he  thought  originally  that  the 
school  "ought  to  open  the  build- 
ing and  have  a  dedication  for  all 
pharmacists,  it  being  the  only 
pharmacy  school  in  the  state.  We 
have  been  doing  it  ever  since." 

Each  floor  of  the  building  is  set 
with  different  motifs.  Food  and 
drink  are  plentiful.  As  guests  of 
students  and  faculty  from  around 
the  state  explore  the  facilities, 
they  cannot  help  but  notice  the 
new  esprit  that  has  sparked  the 
school's  recent  growth.

Heart  Transplant  Patient 
Gives  Birth  at  MCVH 

Mrs.  Bernita  Drummond  Snell,  a  41- 
year-old  heart-transplant  patient, 
gave  birth  to  a  healthy  baby  boy  last 
fall.  Mrs.  Snell  is  one  of  three  heart- 
transplant  patients  ever  to  undergo 
full-term  pregnancy  successfully. 

Although  her  Tidewater  gynecolo- 
gist strongly  advised  against  the 
pregnancy,  Mrs.  Snell  decided  to  risk 
the  obvious  dangers  of  pregnancy  to 
heart-transplant  patients.  Her 
decision  was  due  in  part  to  advice 
received  during  long  counseling 
sessions  with  Dr.  Patricia  Hays  (M.D. 
'78),  assistant  professor,  Department 
of  Obstetrics  and  Gynecology,  and 
Dr.  James  Thompson  (M.D.  '75), 
assistant  professor,  Department  of 
Internal  Medicine. 

Despite  a  lack  of  literature  on  such 
cases,  Dr.  Hays  and  Dr.  Thompson 
were  able  to  avoid  any  danger  to 
either  mother  or  child  and  carried 
both  through  a  mostly  uneventful 
pregnancy. 

The  physicians  experienced  some 
tense  moments  when  Mrs.  Snell 
suffered  a  premature  rupture  of  the 
membranes.  The  danger  of  infection 
due  to  Mrs.  Snell's  immunosuppre- 
sants  prompted  Dr.  Hays  and  Dr. 
Thompson  to  induce  labor.  The  baby, 
although  eight  weeks  premature, 
developed  no  permanent  problems.

Heart  Transplant  Pioneer, 
Dr.  Richard  Lower,  Retires 

Dr.  Richard  R.  Lower,  who  performed 
the  first  human  heart  transplant  at 
MCV  Hospitals  on  May  25,  1968, 
retired  recently. 

A  native  of  Detroit,  Michigan,  Dr. 
Lower  earned  his  A.B.  degree  magna 
cum  laude  from  Amherst  College  and 
his  M.D.  degree  from  Cornell  Univer- 
sity. He  came  to  MCV  in  1965  as 
associate  professor  and  chairman, 
Division  of  Thoracic  and  Cardiac 
Surgery;  he  was  promoted  to  profes- 
sor and  chairman  in  1967. 

Dr.  Lower,  who  is  credited  with 
changing  the  course  of  medical 
history  with  his  pioneering  research 
in  human  heart  transplantation, 
has  retired  to  his  cattle  ranch  in 
Montana.
